In a police trap set with the aid of the 
Poillon sisters.and equipped with dicto- 
graphs, detectives yesterday afternoon 
arrésted ‘a man on the suspicion’ that he 
had knowledge of the theft of more than 
$200,000 worth of jewels from the Sum- 
mer home of Enrico Caruso, Metropol- 
itan Opera tenor, at Hast Hampton, on 


June 8 last. 

Listening over dictograph wires that 
had been tuned up so that they magni- 
fied. the sound of so slight a noise as a 
revolver click, detectives and an <As- 
sistant District Attorney heard the 
trapped suspect offer to sell to the Poil- 
lon sisters about $45,000 worth of unset 
diamonds, which, he said, had *come 
from the Caruso chests, for_ $30,000 in 
cash. . 

Virtually uncoached by thelist of 
questions that had been prepared for the 
use of the Poillon sisters in their inter- 
view, this suspect-is said “by the police 
‘to have made his offer of the sale of 
the Caruso gems, and to have empha- 
sized his stipulation that the price 
should be paid in cash at a sepasereus 
in a Baltimore hotel. 

Sought to Sell Smuggled Coats.

Richmond Rane Down Motor Boat|

the dense fog which hung over New 
York Harbor from midnight until late 
yesterday afternoon, interrupted by oc- 


casional fitful gleams of sunshine, de- 
layed the incoming and outgoing steam- 


“jehip traffic and disorganized the ferry 


service on the North and East rivers. 

There were only two accidents during 
the fog. The mynicipal ferryboat Rich- 
mond, of the South Ferry ‘and Saten Isl- 
and service, played a star part in both, 
but ho one was hurt. ° 

Among the oceangoifig steamships 
that were held up at the entrance to the 
harbor until late in the afternoon were 
the American liner Manchuria filled with 
passengers from Hamburg, Vigo and 
Fayal, and the-Cunarder Caronia from 
Piymouth, Cherbourg and ax. 

The fog was so dense at 9 o'clock in 
the morning that the Hudsop River Day 
Line steamboat Robert Fulton could not 
get to her pier at Desbrosses Street and 
he. to embark her passengers,’ among 
whom was Sir Aifred Booth, at the foot 
of West Forty-second Street. Major 
Gen. Hugh M, Soott wae also * passenger 
on the steamboat. 

It was estimated there were 2,500 pas- 
sengers on the Richmond at 9:15 A. M.

down the thirty-foot motor boat Evian, 
owned by I. Madseti of 532 Hast Seventy- 
third Street.

| MEAT PRICES SHOW 


DECLINE FOR WEEK| 


General Drop at Wholesale of 


from 2 to 4 Cents a 
‘Pound. , 


During: last week there was a géneral 
decline of the wholesale meat’ market 
ranging ‘from, 2 to 4 cents a pound. 
Market conditions.were described as un- 
Ustal by H. D. Knoop, local representa- 
tive’ of ‘the Federal Bureau of Markets; 

“It is difficult to state the general 
conditions of the market this week,” 
he said yesterday in his weekly review, 
“in a manner intelligent to those not 
directly connected therewith. Some who 
have sold meat on the New,;York mar- 
ket for years haye stated that in some 
ways this has been one of the hardest 
weeks in which~to do business they 
have ever experienced. But to explain 
the situation or to give a cause, no one 
really. can do so in a very definite man= 
ner, 

“The demand being very slow, a lack 
of ‘pep’ to the market, the scarcity of 
good beef, the holiday Tuesday, a rather 
poor retail trade, storage rails well 
filled, and over all a ‘ something’ to the 
market that no one can explain except 
by the common‘ term ‘ there is no mar- 
ket,’ which to a meat man tells quite a 
story. Receipts.as a whole have been 
some Mghter than last week, except 
pork has been more plentiful. Trading 
has varied, some houses did a fair busi- 
hess some days while others did very 
little.’’ 

The bulk of the sales of beef for the 
week were made around 17 cents, Mr. 
Knoop said. Chucks and plates showed 
a decline of 1 to 3 cents a pound. Strict- 
ly choice veal was not very plentiful, 
and met a fair demand at around 28 to 
30 cents. The lamb market took a slump, 
the decline being from 2 to 4 cents a 


pound. The demand was slow. The 
mutton market followed the lamb mar- 
ket very closely all the week. 

“The pork market,’’ Mr. Knoop says, 
*‘ finally gave way this week from the 
high point it has held for several weeks. 
Receipts were more liberal, with some 
Argentine pork still on the market. The 
demand the last of the week has been 
greater for heavy loins than for light 
averages, the orien probably causing 
some of it. prices show. a decliné 
for the week re from 8 to Sd cents. 

‘‘ The market is-closing in a very much 
demoralized condition. All classes are 
weak and dull except choice veal, for 
which there is some demand. ome 
beef, pork and small stock will be car- 
ried over in cars.’

BRANDEIS ISSUE 


Dr. Wise Asserts Indiana Demo- 
crats Should Not Have 
Made Such Appeal. 


NO JEWISH VOTE, HE SAYS 


All Are Americans and Vote as Such 
—Protests Against Dragging Jew- 
ish Question Into Politics. 


Dr. Stephen S. Wise, rabbi of the Free 
Synagogue, who is supporting Cox and 
Roosevelt, issued a statement yesterday 
regarding a statement by the Democratic 
State’ Committee of Indiana under the 
heading ‘‘ Senator Harding Voted ‘No’ 
on the confirmation by the United States 
Senate of Justice Brandeis:"’ Dr. Wise 
said: . 

“ Though I am supporting. Cox and 
Roosevelt, I wish. to record, the strongest 
possible objection to the act of the In- 


making thi$ kind of appeal to the Jewish 
citizens of America. There is no Jewish 
vote and there will not be a Jewtsh 
vote. Jews, like members of all other 
religious and racial groups, vote as 
Americans, passing upon the issues that 
come before the American people solely 
with regard to the question whether 
they serve the highest aims and ideals 
of Americanism. 

““It is only fair to Senator Harding to 
say that he voted against Justice 
—— because he did not and does 

prove of the things that Justice 
Brant 3g has represented in American 
believe that Senator Harding 
came Hn. voted ainst Mr. Brandeis 
if the latter had en a Protestant, 
Catholic ot unbeliever. -President Wil- 
son did not appoint Mr. Brandeis to the 
Supreme Court because he is a Jew any 
more than Senator Harding opposed his 
confirmation because he is a Jew. Presi- 
dent .Wilson named Brandeis: to the 
United States Supreme Court because, 
like millions ef his fellow-Americans, he 
considered Brandeis one of. the greatest 
of American jurists, a man who had 
proved himself not only a great lawyer 
but a wise, far-seeing statesman: 

“Senator Harding voted against 
Justice Brandeis’s confirmation, as did 
Senator Lod of _Massachusetts. and 
practically all the men who now sur- 
round Senator Harding, because Justice 
Brandeis had become perhaps the great- 
est leader of sound, constructive liberal- 
ism in America.” It is safe to say that, 
if elected President, Harding will not 
appoint any man to the Supreme Court 
of the Justice Brandeis or the Justice 
Holmes type. ‘Whether American citi- 
zens wish to leave liberalism unrepre- 
sented in the United States Supreme 
.Court, as it will be as far as appoint- 
ments by Harding as President would 
leave it, is:a matter for them to decide 
at the election.

March the 
total reduction in-employment amounts 
to. more than 7 per cent., which indi- 
cates, according to the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, that there are at least 100,000 
fewer workers employed in the factories 
of the State than there were six months 
ago. However, the present level of em- 
ployment does not show much change 
from @ year ago, ~ 

“From August to September consider- 
able decreases ,@ppear in many. impor- 
tant lines of. manufacture,” says a state- 
ment from. the bureau, “‘ as a result of 
the prevailing depression. In a few 
cases reductions are due to seasonal 
fluctuations, 
ever, report increased activity. 

‘ The most important decreases of the 
month appear-in plants manufacturing 
automobiles,. boots and shoes, buttons, 
cotton goods, cotton and woolen hosiery 
and knit goods, men’s clothing and 
sugar. . Plants manufacturing automo- 
biles and automoWile parts report a de- 
crease of 18 per’cent. in working forces, 
following the 20 per cent. reduction re- 

ported from May to August. The. boot 
pee shoe industry shows a drop for the 
fourth consecutive month, the Septem- 
ber decrease amounting to over per 
cent. A decrease of 8 per cent. is also 
reported -in plants manufacturing but- 
tons, as.a result of the depression in the 
clothing industry. Cotton mills < the. 
State report-a drop of 6 per cent., 
the cotton and woolen knit goods "dus: 
try, in which the decline in employment 

last May, shows a decrease of 9 
per cent. in. September. Men’s clothing 
shows a further reduction of 6 per. cent.

‘ Other reductions in employment were 
reported in hardware, firearms and cut- 
lery, radiators, machinery, typewriters, 
leather, rubber reclaiming, starch, : ‘paper 
boxes, miscellaneous sewing and bak- [| 
erjies.

Dr. BUTLER is a good Republican; he 
is magnanimous. By his intellectual pre- 
eminence, his profound knowledge of po- 
litical. affairs, and especially of interna- 
tional affairs, he should have been the 
candidate of his party for the Presidency.

Far too little emphasis 
has been placed upon the enormous value 
as a safeguard of peace of the agree- 
ment among the nations, as stated in the 
preamble of the Covenant, to abstain 
from war and to put their relations 
under the guidance of law and..justice, 
and to maintain a:scrupulous respect for 
treaty obligations. “That, pledge is the 
very foundation of peace, and with the 
means supplied by the Covenant for car- 
rying it into effect it constitutes as ef- 
fectual a preventive of war as can be de- 
vised. It is very well to talk about get- 
ting away. “from the rule of brute 
force.” That is what the’ civilized. na- 
tions want to do, but those who have 
most diligently studied the ‘problem are 
convinced that somewhere there must be 
a sanction, a provision for the employ- 

ment of organizéd’ ‘and lawful force 
against brute force, 








DISARMAMENT. 


“In Secretary BAKER’s speech at Boston 
he cleared up a matter greatly muddled 
by many Republicans. They. profess. a 
strong desire for peace and for getting 
rid of the heavy burdens of going armed 
for possible war. But they join the 
ignorant cry against Article X., not per- 
ceiving how directly and intimately it 
bears upon the very question of disarma- 
ment. 


On this point Secretary BAKER’s argu- | 


ment was lucid and forcible. For what 
reasons have nations in the past armed 
themselves? First, to insure domestic 
order; second, to make ready to grati- 
fy their territorial ambitions through 
aggression upon others; third, to put 
themselves in a position to defend their 
own territory against onset by others. 
Now, it is clear that Article X. is de- 
signed to remove two, and those the 
chief, of these justifications of great 
armaments. It. would prevent all ag- 
gressive and unrighteous war, thus free- 
ing the taxpayers from the need of sup- 
porting any military force except for the 
maintenance of domestic tranquillity. 
Thus the guarantee by the League of 
Nations of political independence and 
territorial integrity, as against external 
attack, would of itself result in extensive 
disarmament. 

A pious wish for it, such as most Re- 
publicans avow, is of no avail. We have 
to seek the necessary means of attaining 
it. This is what Article X. offers us; 
and anybody who protests that he hopes 
and prays that the nation will disarm, 
yet denounces Article X., simply brings 


his own sincerity into queStion.

TERRORS OF THE NEW. 

A little less than 133 years ago The 
New York Journal was calling the Con- 
stitution of the United States, not yet 
adopted, “as deep and wicked a con- 
“ spiracy as ever was invented in the 
“ darkest ages against the liberty of the 
“ free people.” In that paper and in The 
New York Packet’ Georce Mason and 
RicHarD H. LEE accumulated objections 
to the proposed new Government. The 
sovereignty of the States and the lib- 
erties of the people would be destroyed. 
Trial by jury was gone. Farewell to 
annual elections!. The country was to be 
at the mercy of a standing army. All 
the people had to expect was taxes. If 
they kicked against them they would be 
put to death. There was to be govern- 
ment by an ‘aristocracy. The wicked 
lawyers, the dreaded “ well-born,” were 
filching the rights of the people. In 
the Virginia Convention in 1788 PATRICK 
Henry spoke on the new plan. Mr. Mc- 
MASTER summarizes this sagacious criti- 
cism ahd prophecy: 

It was a pernicious, an impolitic, a 
dangerous system. It was a great 
consolidated Government. Under it 
neither the rights of conscience, nor 
the liberty of the press, nor trial by 
jury could be sectired. ‘ An aristocracy 
of the rich and the well-born would 
‘spring up and trample on the masses.

‘posing whatever freight rates it pleased 
upon the South. 
. Everywhere there was a. bitter cam- 
paign of misrepfesentation, falsehood. 
The most extraordinary delusions were 
entertained. In Massachusetts ratifica- 
tion won by only 187 to 168, in Virginia 
by 89 to 79, in New York by 30 to 27. 
North Carolina didn’t ratify until late 
in November,.1789. Rhode Island, then 
the most cantankerous and radical of the 
States, consented to come into the Union 
on May 29, 1790. The evils of the Con- 
federation, its impotence, must have been 
known to everybody. Why did so many 
of the people, nearly half of them, ‘ap- 
parently, in the great States, refuse to 
remedy almost impossible conditions, to 
_restore credit and commerce, to have 
done with the régime of worthless money, 
declining trade and agriculture, of civil 
war in some States, of court houses nailed 
up or burned by passionate debtors? 
Isolation, individualism, want of com- 
munication, old use. and wont, the éffect 
of many trials and disasters upon the 
nerves, had their part in this strange 
and widespread aversion to the change 
of government which was to be so for- 
tunate and fruitful; but probably the 
natural human distrust of anything new 
was the main cause of anti-Federalism. 
Both in its sincerities and its insin- 
cerities, in its honest prejudices and its 
studied disseminated canards and calum- 
nies, the campaign against the Consti- 
tution had curious analogies with the 
campaign against the League of Nations.

SOCIALISM AND SKILL. 

Is it a fact that the chief menace of 
Socialism is against property? Provu- 
DHON declared that property was theft; 
Kart Marx, elaborating the idea with 
heavy ratiocination, called for an “ ex~- 
propriation of the expropriators.” A 
thrill of apprehension swept through the 
so-called bourgeoisie, and ever since 
critics of Socialism have been obsessed 
with this idea. But of late it has become 
increasingly evident that Socialism has 
another antagonist, quite as formidable 








and quite as fundamentally opposed to |. 


its program. It is ithe workman who 
may or may not have capital, but who 
does possess an able mind thoroughly in- 
formed and trained. 

‘Curiously enongh, it<is the Socialists 
who have grasped this fact most com- 
pletely. When the Italian metal workers 
took over the factories and set about 
operating them under the régime of 
* industrial democracy,” the Secretary of 
the’ General Confederation of Labor, 
Signor BaLpEs!, spoke to the public re- 
assuringly. He did not say that the 
ancient rights of property would be re- 
spected—the factories were already 
“ expropriated.” What he did say was 
that the class of brain-workers would be 
respected: “They have nothing to fear 
from us.” ©In Russia the attempt to 
carry on industry “ democratically ” had 
proved tragically futile: Managers and 
technical experts—such of them as were 
not already murdered—had to be im- 
pressed into service, virtually enslaved. 
Profiting by the example, the Italian 
Socialists wooed the once despised middle 
class, are still wooing it. Alas, it is an 
unrequited love! None knows better 
than the man who has worked his way 
to power that it takes high intelligence 
to appreciate skill and give it the scope 
and freedom: without which it cannot 
function. The failure of the Italian 
“ revolution ” was largely due to the un- 
willingness of managers and technicians. 

A similar situation develops wherever 
there is an approach to actual social- 
istic operation. During the war the 
state of necessity took control of indus- 
try. Everywhere two-phenomena devel- 
oped, apparently contradictory but in 
reality: quite in. harmony. The great 
captains .of industry, summoned from 
their private posts, brought to the State 


a constructive power and a general swift- 


ness and efficiency of management with- 
out which the war could hardly have 
been won. And everywhere in: minor 


-posts the bureaucratic control. of indus- 


‘try resulted in a lethargy, a rule of 
timidity “and inefficiency, which dis- 
gusted all who encountered it. Bureau- 
cracy and brainlessness are largely inter- 
changeable terms. After the armistice

FROM A WAR DIARY, 


No book relating to the World War 
has attracted more scandalized attention 
in England than the “ Personal -Experi~ 
ences ” of Colonel REPINGTON. They have 
just been brought out in) this country by 
the Houghton Mifflin Company. Colonel 
REPINGTON was, of course, not. a combat- 
ant, but a critic. He records the opinion 
of another that he was the best military 
critic in England, and does not deny the 
soft impeachment: But it is not his 
theories of strategy or comments on bat- 
tles which lend the chief interest to these 
volumes. They consist mainly of his 
diaries, written all through the war. In 
them he set down minutely his conversa- 
tions with many of the leading states~ 
men of both France and England, .as well 
as with military commanders. His repu- 
tation and his connections gave him ac- 


cess to everybody—except KITCHENER. 


That grim and aloof man had no use for 
journalists, and early had a falling out 
with Colonel REPmINGTON. The latter’s 
diaries record many instances of KiTcH- 
ENER’s “horrible mistakes” in the War 
Office and elsewhere; but when the news 
came of his tragic fate Colonel REPING- 
TON wrote: 

A great figure gone. The services 
which he rendered in the early days 
of the war cannot be forgotten * * * 
His old manner of working alone did 
not consort with the needs of this huge 
syndicalism, modern war. The thing 
was.too big. He was not a good Cab- . 
inet man. His methods did not suit a 
democracy. But there he was, tower- 
ing above the others in character as in 
inches, by far the most popular man in 
the country to the end, and a firm 
rock which stood out amidst the rag- 
ing tempest. 

A very wide social acquaintance was a 
part of Colonel REPINGTON’s good for- 
tune, and there are efidless entries of 
luncheons, dinners, concerts, operas, 
week-ends in the company of rich and 
titled ladies. It is his revelation of 
their habits of gossip, backbiting and 
forced amusements during the war that 
has caused the most fluttering in the. 
Mayfair dovecotes. The very fact that 
there could have been so much frivolity 
amid such universal anxiety and distress 
has been urged as a terrible indictment 
of the English social circles in which 


Colonel REPINGTON was made at home. | 


But these women often wore their light- 
ness only as a mask. They did their 
work and bore their losses as heroically 
as any. Their chatter was a great 
source of recreation to Colonel REPinG- 
Ton, though he. is very sparing in in- 
stances of the humor which he found so 
overpowering. One of his stories may 
be quoted: 

Lady B. stopped in her car by a 
policeman the other day for using pe- 
trol without. authority. He demanded 
her name. She looked out at him fu- 
riously and said: ‘My good man, 
can’t you see that I’m an imbecile? ”’ 
Policeman so taken aback that he 
dropped his pencil and notebook and 
told the chauffeur to drive on. 

Colonel RepmneTon had talks with 
Focu and Pserain, with BRIAND and 
CLEMENCEAU. The latter, when asked in 
1917 why he had nat been writing about 
the war, replied that it was because 
“one has to tell lies, and this was not 
congenial to him.” The contacts between 
soldiers and statesmen were not always 
happy in either France or England. 
There was not a perfect understanding 
or. great dignity on either side when 
Asguirn ‘virtually forced Field Marshal 
FRENCH, to resign his command. And 
General Haic’s difficulties in getting on 


with Luovp Grorce may be inferred from. 


the following, under date Jan. 6, 1918: 
The Field Marshal was very critical: 
of our conduct of the war, saying that 
we should either make war or make 
peace. Liorp Georas had been to see - 
him when he, Liorp Guoron, was be;

ERZBERGER’S EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Erzpercer is.a better literary 
economist than Sir Pamir Gisss. Giss 
wrote a book called “Now It Can Be 
Told,” which after all revealed little that 
was not known or strongly suspected 
already. ERzsErcreR has just published‘a 
book in Germany which, so far as can be 
gathered from critiques in Vorwirts and 
the Frankf - Zeitung, contrives to 
maintain an atmosphere of suspense by 
intimating that there is an infinite 
amount .of. information which cannot 
safely be divulged: even yet. German 
critics find ‘the confession of this dis- 
tinguished political weathercock some- 
what unsatisfactory because of this air 








of mystery, but there is no doubt that it’ 


will help the sales of the next book. 

But even this incomplete history of 
ERZBERGER’S part in the war contains a 
good deal that is interesting, if not new. 
Vorwarts complains that ERZBERGER says 
very little of the process of spiritual en- 
lightenment whieh transformed him from 
an apologist for imperialism and propa- 
gandist for annexation in the earlier 
part of the war to. the leader of the 
Reichstag peace offensive in-1917, but 
adds that this is natural enough, since 
his change of front was. due to no inner 
spiritual development, but ‘merely to a 
more intelligent estimate of German 
chances of victory. Howéver, the world 
knows ERZBERGER well enough. What is 
of more interest. is the light he throws 
on some of his’ fellows.

LOAN LIKELY TO RESULT 


America in Best Position to Finance 
Development of China—Con- 
sortium’s Policy. 


‘With the signing of the International 
Chinese consortium agreement on Fri- 
Gay, the final step was taken which 
will permit of the working out of a com- 
prehensive plan for the development of 
Chinese public industries by a group of 
the most powerful financial interests in 
the world. The personnel of the con- 
sortium assures: the success of whatever 
is undertaken, it ia believed, so that 
chief interest now centres largely 
around. the mode of procedure likely to 
be followed. This, it is stated on high 
authority, still isto be determined, but 
in @ general way bankers feel that they 
can make some predictions with fair 
hopes that what they forecast will 
eventually prove correct. 
In the first place, no loans will be 
** forced ’’ upon China.. This was made 
clear last week. by the utterances of 
such men as Sir Charles Addis, head of 
the British delegation to the consortium 
conference, and Thomas W. Lamont of 
J. P. Morgan &°Co., who is Chairman 
of the Managing Committee of the 
American group. Whatever funds are 
advanced to China, both these men 
declared, would be given as a result of 
the formal application of the Chinese 
Government and after consideration and 
deliberation by the consortium:

Announcement was made yesterday by 
Commissioner James M, Lynch that the 
New York State Industrial Commission | 
is making great progress in the work of 
drafting ‘‘ industrial codes ’’ which willf 
safeguard the lives and health of the 
workers in industrial plants. He said 
the codes in process of formulation are 
inflammable and explosive materials, 
further amendments to dangerous ma- 
chinery, tunnels, head and eye protec- 
tion, artificial lighting, special trades 
and processes—chiefly applicable to in- 
dustries where poisonous chemicals and 
gases are employed; fire hazards and 
fire exits in.mercantile establishments, 
Ventilation, temperature and humidity. 
Commissioner Lynch said ‘the follow- 
ing codes had been formulated and put 
into effect by the commission in the last 
three or four years: Mines and quarries, 
dangerous machinery, fire alarm signals 
in. factories, automatic sprinkler sys- 
tems, fire escapes in factories, foundries, 
smoking in factories, boilers, window 
cleaning in factories and mercantile es- 
tablishments, erection, demolition and 
repairs of buildings—the first Statewide 
code of its kind in the United States— 
and elevators in factories and mercan- 
tile establishments. The building code 
went into effect on July 1 last, and the 
elevator. code was approved on July 20, 
to take effect immediately. 

“The building code,’’ Commissioner 
Lynch said, “is classed as & forward 
step. It is peculiar, but a fact, never- 
theless, that while today, due to constant 
and persistent corrective efforts, indus- 
trial accidents due to defective and un- 
guarded machinery show a constant re- 
duction, there are relatively more acci- 
dents in work incidental to construction 
than in the completed plants after the 
machinery is installed and in operation. 
“This fact was emphasized at the 
New York State Industrial Safety Con- 
gress several years ago, and then and 
there an exhaustive inquiry was started 
which developed that while there were 
laws on the statute books regulating 
unsafe building practices, there was 
no comprehensive code of regulations, 
and responsibility for enforcement of 
existing laws had been divided between 
State, city and county officials but cen- 
tred nownere. 
“ Incomplete statistics showed that ap- 
proximately four times as many persons 
are employed in factories in this State 
as in building construtcoin. Yet during 
the four years followin ng Oct. i, 1910, 
more fatalities occurr due to acci- 
dents in this line of endeavor. Of 1,641 
fatalities, 545 were due to er and 
of this. number 154 deaths resulted f 
scaffolds and 39 from ladders. ; 
“From ladders breaking, twisting, 
slipping or falling there were 966 cas- 
ualties in 1914 which caused a loss of 
time to working men of over 14 days. 
In 1915, there were 971 such cases. In 
1916, 1,101 such accidents occurred. 
““The record charges to scaffolds and 
staging accidents little less in numbers. 
In 1914 there were 885 cases due to or 
by scaffolds, 912 in 1915 and 966 in 
1916. Causes assigned were breaking 
or slipping of the scaffold, breaking of 
tackle or supports, tilting of scaffolds, 
falling of loose planks, &c. 
**The committee designed the new 
building code for New York State to 
standardize construction apparatus, such 
as ladders, scgffolds, &c., and to re- 
duce the number. of , Preventable accl- 
dents in construction.’ 
It was said that within certain limi- 
tations laid. down in the State labor 
laws the commission was given power 
to draft codes for certain industries 
which gave the force and effect of law, 
after approval by the full commission 
and the Industrial Council, an advisory 
body made up of an equal number of 
em » many and omar 

ese codes are first drafted by the 
commission’s. Bureau of Industrial 
Code, made up of three Commissioners 
and two Deputy Commissioners, work- 
ing in conjunction with advisory com- 
mittees of experts; representing em- 
ployers and employes in the industries 
affected. Public hearings are held in 
the —— cities of the State at which 
criticism asked of the tentative code. 
After. these hearings the bureau re- 
vises the code in such respects as are 
found necessary and then it is sent to 
ee commission and council for final 
action.

INTEREST RATE A DRAWBACK 


Many Persons Think Present Legal 
Limit of 6 Per Cent.. Should 
_ Be Abolished. 


The demand for guaranteed first mort- 
gage certificates from small private in- 
vestors is picking up, according to the 


| men .and the institutions specializing in 
these securities, but-as yet it has not 


attained the volume which those who 
are trying to solve the housing problem 
would like t6 see. The reason for its 
they say, is the fall-in 
prices of many other classes of securi- 
ties and’commodities, and the reason if 
is not greater is because of the lmita- 
tions which the law pl&ces on the rate 
of.interest which guaranteed first mort- 
gage certificates may bear. 

These certificates, which are nothing 
more than a participating interest in a 
first mortgage, just as are. first mogt- 
gage.railroad bonds, are not susceptible 
to tharkét fluctuations: They are‘ not 
so readily salable as mortgage bonds 
listed on the Stock Exchange or actively 
dealt In elsewhere, but, as against this, 
they, maintain a much more stable price 
basis. Because of this, the dealers re- 
port, a considerable number of indi- 
vidual ‘investors have been turning to 
them recentity, as prices of other things 


are coming down. 

But the 5% per cent. interest limit 
notwithstanding 
that the average rate of yield on all 
bonds is somewhat lower than it, was 
two or three” months ago. All bonds 
have been going up lately, in response 
to the-natural ‘law which invariably 
operates to advance the market value of 
fixed return investments at times of 


falling commodity prices and general 
defiation, but the average of good bonds, 
outsiae of the tax-exempt municipai and 
Stute issues, is still considerably above 
3344 per cent. 

me average on first mortgage certifi- 
eates doubtiess would. be higher than 
this fi ping too, if it were not for the 
usury laws. At least, it is the opinion 
of many dealers in ‘these issues that it 
would be, and, incidentally, there would 
be more money available, for mortgages 
on homes and small business buildings 
if the average were somewhat better. 
The situation here is peculiar. The 
President of one of the largest com- 
panies in-the city dealing-in mortgages 
and mortgage certificates explained a 
day or so ago that this usury law, un- 
der existing. circumstances, operates. to 


protect. ‘ The law says that a lender 
may not charge more than 6 per cent. 
per annum on any loan to an individual 
or a partnership in this State. The pur- 
pose of this {s to protect the borrower 
from the gag sharks. But at present 
it is keeping the potential small house- 
builder and ve e-owner from rome ag | 
the building which he so badly needs. 
least it is keeping a great many Bias 
so doing. 

The reason is- that money at the pres- 
ent time can command more than the 
6 per cent. limit.. And the usury. law, 
which removes the corporation fromm the 
pall of thore who may not be loaned to 
at more than 6 per cent., es it pos- 
sible for the big borrower to secure the 
accommodation he needs in a perfectly 
legal way and with full protection for 
the lender, while the little individual 
borrower cannot get money at any price. 

Under the laws of this State a_ corpo- 
ration may borrow, or an individual or 
a corporation may jiend toa corporation, 
at any rate of interest agreeable to both 

rties. In other words, a corporation 
s not permitted to plead usury. Thus 
when the worth of money advances be- 
yond the 6 per cent. limit, which is- only 
in times when there is a very active de- 
mand for it, the lenders naturally lend 
their available funds to the corporations 
which will pay 7.or 8 per cent. or even 
more, and withhold it from_the small 
individual who is “ protected’ by the 
usury laws. 

In some States, notably in two of the 
Southern States, movements have been 
started to abolish the usury laws, on the 
ground that they are uneconomic and in 
times of tight money do more to harm 
the very people they are supposed to 
protect than they do to protect them at 
other times. It is contended that when 


4\/}money is cheap, the great majority of 


borrowers will be able to secure accom- 
modation from some source or other, 
catge..those who have money. wil be 
anxious to have it at work rather than 
to have it locked up and idle, and that 
when money is legitimately high needy 
borrowers of whatever class will be 
able to compete on even terms with 
the big corporate borrowers. 

No movement of this sort has been 
started in this State. The men who are 
most seriously concerned with the mort- 
gage situation say they hesitate to ini- 
tiate such a movement because of the 
attacks which would ——een oe 
made upon them. But there are 
who submit that the abolition of th the 
usury laws, or at least the modification 
of them in some manner which, when 
money really is worth more. than the 
present legal limit, would alow the 
man who wants to borrow a few thou- 
gand to build a home to get it, would 
do more to solve the housing problem 
than ‘any special attempt to pepumcie 
moi securities by mak 
exempt for a stated period or by “aiving 
them other privileges.

creases Below Living Cost 


Teachers’ . all oyer the country 
‘must. be still further increased, and par-4 rectl 
ticularly the pay of executives and 
superintendents must be-targer, if Amer- 
ican .schools aré to. be kept at ~high 
efficiency, according to Dr. George D. 
Strayer, Chairman ofthe National Com- 
mittee for Chamber of Commerce Co- 
operation with Public Schools. The re- 
.port of the committee ‘was made public. 
yesterday throug. the American ‘City 
Bureau, 

Chambers of Commerce in 359 of about 
900 American cities of more than 8,090 
population aided in compiling data for 
the-report, and graphs show in detail 
the fncréases in actual amounts and in 
percentages for all classes of school em- 
ployes since about 1913. Each commer- 
cial body also undertook a campaign 
to interest the ‘public more in their 
schools. . 

“The teachers in American cities are 
less well paid now than they were in 
1913-1914,’" wrote Dr. Strayer in his. in- 
troduction to the report. ‘‘ Inquiry shows 
that the average increase in teachers’ 
salaties since 1913-1914 has been 61 per 
cent. At the same time the increase in 
the cost of living has been over 100 per 
cent. 

“The problem of teachers’ salaries is, 
in the last analysis, the problem of sup- 
port and of taxation. Men and women 
who wish .well for their communities and 
who are determined to maintain the 
standard of public education which has 
already been developed must think. in 
terms of these fundamental issues. If 
the schools of a community are,to be as 
good in 1920-21. as they were in 1913-14 
they must either have doubled the rate 
of taxation, doubled the valuation of 
property upon whfch taxes are levied; or 
have found new sources of revenue. < 

‘“‘There is need for concerted aise. 
We are wealthy enough in the United 
States to support our public schools. 
We are able, if we so désire, to im- 
prove and to develop them. We need to 
appreciate the necessity for an exten- 
sion of our program to include a more 


foreign-born, a much more efficient pro- 
vision for physical education and health 
service, a more generous provision for 
the education of adults, a reorganization 
which will take account of individual 
differences and of variations in voca- 
tional outlet, as well as funds for the 
payment of teachers’ salaries, which will 
enable us to attract and to keep able 
men and women in the profession. This 
salary inquiry may be thought of as an 
index to the situation on the financial 
side, since teachers’ salaries make up 
considerably more than half of the total 
cost of education. 

“The thoughtful citizen needs to ask 
himself, in the light of the returns which 
are presented in this country, questions 
like the following: (1) Can teachers in 
our community have a comfortable’ 
place to live, good food and decent 
clothes for the amount of money which 
we pay them? (2) Are the teachers who 
work jn our schools able, on the salary 
paid to them, to make provision against 
the “liabilities of illness and old age? 
(3) Do the teachers in our city. have 
salaries sufficient to enable them to buy 
books, “ta ~subscribe. -to» magazines, to 
enjoy music, to travel, to continue their 


professional study, and otherwise to 
lead the type of life which makes them 
the kind of men and women. that> can 
be. most helpful to my boys and girls? 
(4) Would 1 want my son and daugnter 
to go into teaching? Is the recognition 
given to teachers, in ‘terms of salary, 
in my city sefficient to attract the ablest 
of the young: men and young women in 
our community?

+W. W. Atterbury Doubts Ronda! 


Ability to Do So Under 
Present Law. 


While slight interest has been openiy 


tention to the necessity for a change in 


the law to allow for a return which will 
prove attractive to new dapital. And 
they emphasize particularly the fact 
that, with the rate on Government war 
bonds fluctgating between 5 and 6 per 
cent. and the ruling rate for new funds 
on high-class paper at 7% to 8 per 
cent., the railroads do not present an 
attractive picture’ to the investor as a 
medium for the investment of savings.

Hard to Attract New Capital.

“As to the adequacy of the 5% or 6 
per cent. average return, it is obvious 
that the earnings of the railroids must 
be sufficient to do two things: One is 
to properly maintain the railroads in 
their present condition; the other to 
provide credit sufficient to attract new 
capital necessary to furnish facilities to 
meet the growing requirements of our 
country.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF AN- 
DREW CARNEGIE. With Iltus- 
trations. Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany. $). 

HE events in the life of An- 
drew Carnegie are very well 
known, and so is the man, 
but ‘not as well as he will be 

by every man who-reads his auto- 

biography. Not all autobiographies 
are self-revelatory, but *‘ the iron- 
master’s’ is a character sketch of 
himseif. ‘He reveals himself because 
he cannot help it; and there he is 
before us, with his defects as well.as 
his virtues, his innocent vanities as 
_ well as his stubborn determination. 
The gusto with which he relates 
some compliment that was paid him 
is as marked as the light of some 
event by which one sees that he 
could fot be tempted to dishonor. 
Still more marked is his eager 
satisfaction in the society of men, 
and this applies as well to laboring 
men as to lords, though as his life 
goes on one hears less about the la- 
boring men and more about the 
lords: But one never gets the idea 
that he is pleased with the society 
of lords as lords. As a boy he was 
trained on Burns; he knew Burns by 
heart, and Burns had entered into 
him and become a part of him. This 
blossom and fruit of Burhs could 
never forget that ‘*‘ the rank is but 
the guinea’s stamp,’' or that ‘a 
man’s a man for a’ that.’’ His de- 
s¢riptions of thése Jords sre Ameri- 
can descriptions, descriptions of men, 
not lords.

When Gambetta died from appen- 
@icitis on Dec. 31, 1882, it was re-~ 
mémbered that he had been wounded 
by a revolver over a month before at 
his home, Les Jardies. His enemies 
spread the story among foreign cor- 
respondents at Paris that the disease 
which killed him was the indirect re- 
sult of the revolver shot, and that 
the revolver had been held by-Léonie 
Léon, the woman whom-he had loved 
for years, who had fired it in a fit 
of jealousy. It is now a well-knewn 
fact that Gambetta when he died 
was contemplating retirement from 
Public life and passionately longing 
for domestic happiness. He had even 
persuaded Léonie to marry him after 
his mother’s death. M. Deschanel 
quotes copiously from Gambetta’s 
letters to her, but concerning the 
slanders spread abroad he has noth- 
ing to say, except pointedly to note:

HE story of the Cathedrhl of 
Reims has been written many 
times during the five years 
just passed, bat the present 

volume has a special claim to. public 

attention. It is hot the work of a 

journalist who seeks material for his 

facile pen in the record of a German 
crime; it is not the detached reflec- 
tion of some aesthetician who writes 
far removed from the object of his 
consideration; nor is it merely the 
eold product of a historical spirit 
which delights in the judicial bal- 
ancing of conflicting documents. 

The story before us is the record of 

& personal tragedy — it is born of 

genuine suffering. Mgr. Landrieux 

was Archpriest of the Cathedral of 

Reims from 1912 until 1916. For 

him the Gothic pile was more than a 

magnificent specimen of thirteenth 

century ecclesiastical architecture; 
it was an object beloved—the temple 
of ali that is good and beautiful in 
life. The shelis that wounded and 
searred the Cathedral of Reims 
struck deep into the heart of the 
faithful priest. After the initial

Be- 
fore the close of the century m which 
this tragedy occurred a new church 
stood upon the ancient site where 
Clovis had embraced the Christian 
faith, and after two centuries more 
the towers and adornments of the 


century, the Cathedral was in the 
hands of artists and artisans who 
sought to strengthen where age had 
weakened, and to restore beauties 
that time was slowly effacing. This 
ework was within a few months of 
eompletion when the guns of Josias 
von Hoeringen spoke as the propheis 
of a new disaster.

From 1515 until 1914, Reims knew 
only the natural attacks of time and 
weather, and the sacrilegious hand 
of the Revolution, which profaned 
without doing deep injury. During

Think of it—a husband joking 
about the cook’s walk-out and delib- 
erately helping his wife with the 
dishes! —Right there, Mr. American 
Husband won the ** O. K."’ of Mrs. 
George. The incident happened, she 
said, when she and her husband were 
staying at the home of - friends, 
shortly after their arrival in New 
York. ~. 

** American husbamds treat their 
wives better than any other men in 
the world,"' continued Mrs. George. 
Six weeks of such incidents had cor- 
vinced her. - Not only in New York, 
but in Chieago, St. Paul, Dallas, 
Tulsa and other cities, she has. seen 
the American busband spontaneously 
enacting the réle of a ** regular fel- 
low "’ with his wife. 

So when she gets back to England, 
Mrs. George is going to tell English 
women that ** they must demand of 
their men the independence, the po- 
sition and the prosperity that Amer- 
ican men have voluntarily showered 
upon American women. The English 
husband must be jarred off his pedes- 
tal.”* 


“In England the man is king, 


queen--that expresses my _  idea,"’ 
Mrs. George exclaimed, with anima- 
tion. As ardent a feminist as she 
was a militant suffragette, Mrs. 
George believes that American wom- 
en are ** sitting op the world.’’ The 
words are hers, for she is rapidly 
enlarging her vocabulary with ap- 
propriate American slang. 

The American tamily, she believed, 
was “a fifty-fifty arrangement."’ 
The English middie class family, 
quite the contrary.. Over there the 
entire family is sacrificed to keep 
his: lordship, the husband, comfort- 
able and quiet.

Instead, we found a community of 
busy people, under Bolshevist mili- 
tary rule, it is true, but to all ap- 
pearances not finding that rule ob- 
noxious. There had been a little re- 
sentment at the beginning, I was 
told, when the Bolsheviki had taken 
over all the stores and establish- 
ments and placed them under Gov- 
ernment control, but this had worn 
off. The people were resigned to 
the and d to prosper 
under it. 

** One of the first things that had 
been done, I learned, was to place 
the schools under Government super- 
vision. That, by the way, seems to 
me to be one of the greatest accom- 
plishments of the Bolsheviki. Pre- 
vious to their coming the schools 
were maintained by: private funds 
while the churches were supported 
by the Government, The Bolsheviki 
changed the order of this system. 
Schools were made public institu- 
tions; churches private. They did 
not, as was reported, pillage and de- 
stroy the places of worship; they 
simply took the stand that those 
who wanted to maintain them and 
worship in them must support them. 
“This has not served to diminish 
the attendance at the churches. It 





“‘ I was especially anxious to see 
the attitude of the Bolshevist soldier 
toward women. So much: had been 
said and written about this. Here 
again, it seemed as though we had 
been working under a misapprehen- 
sion. The soldier was polite, gentle 
and courteous. He raised his hat 
when she passed and gave her the 
right of way.

“Americanized Germany” Through Quaker Eyes 


ERMANY is becoming Ameri- 

canized through an intensive 

drive of American charity 

and American humanity. Ger- 
many is losing her spirit of militarism 
and has adopted one of wholesome 
humility. Germany is fearful of 
the spectre of war-and gives thought 
te it only when approached by the 
dread of invasion from the east 
and the west. The old Germany, 
in a word, has been bDuried along 
with the ruins of war, and out of 
them has arisen a new nation that 
seems to have but little in common 
with the Vaterland of the Kaiser.’’ 
That is the opinion of Dr. Henry 
J. Cadbury, a member of the Amer- 
ican Friends Service Committee, 
just back after a six weeks’ inspec- 
tion tour of the work done in 
Germany by the American Quakers. 
Before going on to quote his im- 
pressions of the changing Germany, 
it seems only fair to give an idea of 
the type of man Dr. Cadbury is. 
One of the members of the Amer- 
ican Relief Administration, in speak- 
ing of the work of the Quaker group. 
said the other day: ‘* The Quakers 
are doing fine work in Germany. 
They are creating a spirit and an 
atmosphere such as no other group 
could. succeed in creating. When 
you hurt them; they turn the other 
cheek. When you strike them, 
there is no mark of pain on their 
face, but if you look you will find 
that your own fist is bleeding. No 
man, no community, no nation, can 
long withstand.a spirit. like that.”’ 
“The work of the Quakers -is 
divided into seven districts,’’ Dr. 


and Munich. In all, about 650,000 
children are fed with the funds 
which the Quakers are handling. 
My tour over the major part of the 
districts brought me in close contact 
with German thought and German 
conditions. 

‘The first impression the for- 
eigner gets coming into Germany 
from France is that she shows 
her effects of the war in ruins of 
buman beings while the latter shows 
it in ruins of territory. During the 
war the American Friends were 
active in the devastated regions of 
France and had full opportunity to 
see the wrack and ruin brought on 
hy the aggressors. Today the Amer- 
jean Friends in Germany are wit- 
nessing the decay of human bodies 
brought on in no small measure by 
the allied food blockade. ‘The Ger- 
mans are reaping the full harvest of 
their crime. It is little wonder that 
the thought of war is fearful and 
terrible to them. a 

“* Lack of food and lack of clothing 
are the two essentials from which 


Germany ‘te suffering. For more,

armistice the blockade_on Germany 
was continued. That has had its ef- 
fects on German morale and German 
physica] well being. ‘Together with 
a wholesome spirit of humility, you 
also see a woefully unwholesome 
amount of depression, of misery and 
apathy.- The Germans do not know 
what is going to happen next. 

‘* When the Quakers came into the 
country, they were first' met by 
tight-lipped pride and resentment. 
The Germans couldn't understand 
how a countrv which had but a 
short while ago fought them on thx 
battlefield could send its representa- 
tives over to help rehabilitate. their 
human material. They expected tir 
find some nigger in the woodpile. 
It was pathetically funny. When 
we told them we were Quakers they 
nodded their heads in understanding. 
‘Oh, yes," they said, ‘ we . know 
about you. You have come here to 
sell ‘Quaker Oats.’ 

*“ Jt took time to make them ap- 
preciate that the spirit that had 
prompted us was entirely the one of 
humanity and that we were there 
to lend them’a helping hand in the 
same manner that any man with de- 
cency turns back to give a lift to the 


| opponent he has vanquished, Their 


sense of sportsmanship was finally 
aroused, and let me say here that 
they have. responded beautifully to 
it. The German hasn't forgotten 
that he has been licked, but he is 
taking his licking in good spirit. 

“He does object, however, to 
fight is over. On several occa- 
sions when discussing the war with 
the Germans of the academic class, 


some semblance of industrial pros- 
perity, but they are finding it hard. 
The factories are working on part 
time. They hdven’t the raw mate- 
rial to them going at full blast. 
Shoes are one of the greatest neces- 
sities of the people today. Yet be- 
cuise of lack of hide and coal—coal, 
especially—the shoe factories are 
open only half a day. The effect of 
this is apparent when you walk 
through the streets of the country. 

“ The German housewife is a won- 
der at keeping the clothes of her 
family in good trim. I was speaking 
to the head of one of the colleges in 
Germany one day. The subject ,was 
clothes. He pointed to his suit. 
‘ This was bought before the war,’ 
he said. ‘My wife has turned it 
four times. I do not think it can 
be turned any more.’ He looked 
down at his feet, which were incased 
in cracked and broken leather. ‘ She 
can’t fix these. I guess they'll have 
to do as they are.’ 

** It is not until the casual ob- 
server or tourist looks down at the 
feet of Germany that he can tell 
how greatly in need the country is. 
The instinct for cleanliness and 
propriety is stréng in the native. 
He will patch up his clothes, brush 
them and endeavor to maintain some 
degree of respectability and even 
some semblance of prosperity. 

“To the man who comes back 
from there with tales of their ap- 
parent well-being I would say, ‘Have 
you seen their feet?’ It is no un- 
usual thing to see the toes of a well- 
dressed man sticking through his 
shoes. It is no unusual thing to see 
an apparently well-dressed child go- 
ing about with its feet tied up in 
tags. Thousands of children will be 
kept home from scheol this Winter 
because of lack of shoes. 

“The casual observer may also

Yet 
the popular expression is the fear- 
some and hopeless one that if the 
danger of invasion from the Bolshe- 
viki should indeed arise, then they 
will have to nerve themselves for an- 
other struggie. 

** Im the streets, in the cars, in 
the hoteis, everywhere, in fact, you 
heard the same sentiment — they 
didn’t want to fight, they were tired 
of war, but the Bolsheviki had to 
be kept out, To me there was some- 
thing eery and uncanny about the 
similarity of expression between 
these beaten Germans and our own 
vietorious America. We hear the 
same thing here. ‘ We do not want 
to fight, we are tired of war, but 
the Bolsheviki have to be kept out.’ 

** There; as here; you get a certain 
amount of willingness to see what 
Russia will do with Bolshevism in 
Russia, but the prevalent opinion 
seems to be that Bolshevism should 
be kept within its own territorial 
boundaries. 

“The universities are greatly 
overcrowded. There are today prac- 
tically six freshman classes entering 
at the same time. The faculties of 
all subjects, with one exception, have 
been greatly increased.

We did, until the 
Germans understood that our minis- 
trations were not religious but hu- 
manitarian. Today there is a wide- 
spread feeling in Germany that 
Christianity in America means some- 
thing different from Christianity in 
Germany. Or, let me say, that they 
believe that Christianity in America 
has little in common with the 
Church in Germany. 

** In carrying on the relief work 
in Germany one of the things upon 


which we insisted was ‘the repre-~ 


sentation of all parties on the com- 
mittees elected or appointed for ad- 
ministrative. purposes. This, too, 
was something that made the Ger- 
man feel that we had something es- 
ventially different to offer him. The

The whole hive is 
As soon an the 
*honk, honk, honk’ is finished 
they cease their moment of play 
and begin work again only to stop 
at the repetition of the challenge 
call, the ‘ eep, eep, cep.’ The whole 
thing reminds me of a lot of children 
throwing their hats up in the air 
when watching a good fight. 

** After a time the first queen goes 
out with her colony to build up a 
new hive. The guards leave the ceil 


of the. second §ueen and allow her 
to work her way out into the open. 
Should there not be enough bees in 
thé original hive to allow swarming 


.}or colonization, the guards leave of 


their own accerd and allow the first 
queen to engage in active battle with 
the second. The survival of the fit- 
test holds true here as evérywhere, 
the stronger queen comes out the 
victor, the other, stung to death, is 
removed and thrown outside in short 
order. 

“To go on, however, with the 
new colony. The young queen with 
her followers — there are usually 


about 25,000 — goes to her. new 


home. From there she departs on 
her mating journey. She ieaves in 
the afternoon of a-.sunny day. 
Thousands of drones, the male bees, 
follow her, all anxious to get her 
and win her. She mounts higher 
and higher, the-drones slowly grow- 
ing less and less in number... The 
weak fellows drop out; it's only the 


one drone left, the prize of the lot.

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appear by sundown, the whole hive 
sets up a wail of woe. You can 
héar it ten and fifteen feet away. 
It's a piteously mournful monotone, 
agonizing to the ear as-is the howl 
of a lost dog. It is the most hope- 
Tess sound that can oe imagined. 
You hear in it all the mivery of life 
that has been d ad-to pr ure 
death. The purpose of the bee is 
to produce’ itself. Without the 
queen bee there can be no produc- 
tion. She lives for as much as five 
years, while the rest endure only 
for a season. Without her there 
can be no continuation of ts 
“When I hear that miserable 
monotonous’ lament, I know what 
has happened. I go to another 
hive, extract a queen that is laying 
and bring her ‘to the forsaken col- 
ony. Near it you cah see hundreds 
of bees looking: for the lost queen in 
the grass, on the shrubs, in the 
flowers. I place this substitute 
queen near the entrance of the 
hive.’ Hardly-a moment passes be- 
fore they see her. Those outside 
fly up te her, smell her, and then, 
if you listen you can hear some- 
thing that sounds like a roar of joy. 
I am convinced it is an insect roar 
of joy. They escort her in with 
great care and courtesy. -There she 
is allowed to reign supreme, which 
means that. she is allowed’ to lay’ to 
her heart’s content. 

** Sometimes, however, the lost 
young queen finds her way back to 
the hive aftgr the new one has been 
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is their thanksgiving song, for they 
know that the life of the hive is as- 
sured. : ; 

“* They will not work when they 
think that their queen is gone. There 
is something fatalistic about their 
attitude. They become dejected, and 
morose and lazy—-there ia a ‘ what's 
the use’ droop to their movements. 
Their only reason for their being is 
storing up honey for the young of 
the future, with need of that gone, 
they seem to universally agree that 
there is no need of iabor. They sit 
down.on the job, eat until the food 
is all gone and-then starve to death. 
** Bees, like humans, have crim- 
inals among them. Some of the 
hives have robber bands that are as 
bad as the worst gang of thieves in, 
New York City. They go to the 
hives of neighboring colonies and try 
to steal the honey. Each hive has 
a number of guards'standing senti- 
nel at the gate. When a bee comes 
in, they smell him. If he is one of 
their family, they !et him pass. If 
not, they bar the way and, if heed 
be, sting him to death. There is 
one exception to this, again showing 
how much like us the bees are. If 
the stranger knocking at the gates 
is laden with honey, they will let him 
through and allow him to pass out 
unmolested, provided he carries no 
-honey out with him. Should he at- 
tempt to rob the hive, they again re- 
sort to capital punishment. 
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good-natured. You can tackle them 
on a ticklish proposition just the , 
‘way you can tackle a man after a 
good hearty dinner. That's when I 
get at them and settle my busines 
dealings with them. Very often 
this means extracting a queen or 2 
complete hive for shipment abroad. 
** Queens are sold by the piec? 
and vary in price from $1.50 to $56. 
The ordinary bees are sold by the 
pound. A‘pound of bees with one 
ordinary queen cost about’ $15. I 
send some of them as far west as 
Texas. I ship queens all over the 
seven seas. 

** Each queen has fifteen attend- 
ants to accompany her on the trip. 
She needs them to care for her and 
feed her. Their transportation fa- 
cilities consist of a little wooden 
box about four inches long afd an 
inch wide and deep. There are 
three.circular rooms cut out in this. 
The first contains a slab of cream 
caridy mixed with honey. That. is 
their food for the journey. The sec- 
ond is a room of the same size, 
which sefves as a living compart- 
ment. The third, similar in size, 
has a number of airholes punched 
into its sides. ‘They can live there 
when the warmer room gets too 
close. The whole thing is a sort of . 
two-room and kitchenette affair 
and serves very well in carrying 
them over a six thousand mile 
journey. A wire screen over the 
top and a postage stamp is all the 
patking they get. From fifteen to- 
seventy-five thousand bees are an-

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AUL GAUGUIN is a mystery 
P chiefly because hehas been so 

much explained. It is impos- 

sible to explain a man who 
fakes the simplest and most direct 
way to secure what he most desires 
when that which he desires is an- 
tagonistie to the habits of civiliza- 
tion. The superficial side of Gau- 
guin’s fame is his chiefly because he 
went from the sophisticated social 
world of Europe to one where he 
could. ** be himself ’’ in his art, a 
more ¢ertain and perhaps less intel- 
lectually arduous method than to 
break through the heavily woven 
harricade of custom and prejudice in 
a European society. The pictures 
emerging from the period of his exile 
show clearly enough, however, that 
he run from civilization in no ‘spirit 
of idieness, and that he permitted no 
Southern languors to deaden his vig- 
orous mind. His pictures are intel- 
lectual to an extreme degree, press- 
ing the emotional effect for which 
he strove to the background in favor 
of the strongly reasoned and richly 
supported decorative effect. One 
sees in them the clarity and acute- 
~ ness of his intellect resolving compli- 


*. eations_into unity and bringing the 


order of pattern into the chaos of 
innumerable impressions. 

It is significant of the type of Gau- 
guin's genius that he should have 
begun in Paris and ended in the 
Marquesas. He began in an environ- 
ment of complexity and consistently 
worked his way toward an environ- 
ment of relative simplicity, probably 
feeling the pressure of this necessity 
the more strongly that simplicity of 
mind and spirit was not his.

schools, even the most modern, and 
he had at heart the principle of all 
progress. ‘“‘ Let us not finish so 
‘exactly that our work closes the 
road instead of opening it,’’ he said. 
“* Let us rather point the way.”’ 








The facts of Gauguin's outer life 
have been brought .together with 
care fer authentication, and may be 
accep’ as generally and probably 
preciseiy accurate. Up to 18898, 
when M. Morice first met him. they 
must, of course, have been learnéd 
at second hand, and the author. ac- 
knowledges his debt to Jean de Ro-“ 
tonchamp and others; but after that 
date the story is enriched by much 
personal knowledge derived from 
persona! contact with the artist. A 
summary of the principal events is

The events of his life were so un- 


usual as to give rise te picturesque 
versions of them with variations. 
The account of: him by Chartes 
Morice, recently published in Paris, 
is much the clearest and most 
straightforward that has yet ap- 
peared.

The Simple Mystery. 
of Paul Gauguin 


At the age of 25 he married a 
beautiful young Danish girl, Mette 
Gad. His sister's husband was a 
collector of modern pictures and, in- 
spired by these perhaps in addition 
to his own instinctive taste for art. 
he began spending his Sundays 
painting or modeling, while his 
weekdays were still devoted to the 
stock broker's office.. He more and 
more sought the society of painters, 
especially those of the newer schools, 
and came to know Pissarro. Guillau- 
min, Monet, Cézanne, seeing them in 
his own home or the famous Café 
Guerbois, where the younger men 
congregated and discussed their 
revolutionary theories. He listened 
to their talk and bought their pic- 
tures, and under this stimulating in- 
fluence gave increasingly more of his 
time to peinting. In 1880 he ex- 
hibited in the fifth exhibition held by 
the Impressionists some landscapes 
that were painted very much in the 
manner of Pissarro. 

These essays were epoch-making 
only in the sense that they an- 
nounced Gauguin's future. career. 
His talent had a tropical swiftness of 
growth, rapidly passing beyond the 
limits of the Impressionist formula. 
He presently rejected the theory of 
Impressionism and said of the Im- 
pressionists in mass: ‘* They study. 
color exclusively ‘as far.as decorative 
effect goes, but without freedom, still 
keeping the shackles of resemblance, 
For them the imagined landscape 
created in its integrity dees not 
exist. They look at things and see 
them harmoniously, but without pur- 
pose. Their edifice was built upon 
no foundations securely based upon 
the rationality of sensations per- 
ceived by means of color.’’ : 

When he arrived at this point of 
scism and entered the region of in- 
dividual experiment Gauguin found 
the tax upon his nerves too great to 
permit a divided mind. He gave up 
his stock broker’s position and his 
40,000 francs a year. He knew, his 
biographer says, the value of liberty 
and was to learn its cost also. It 
cost everything. He tried to make 
a living for his wife and children, . 
first in Paris, then in Normandy, 
finally in Copenhagen. where he 


From a Painting by Gauguin in Tahiti. 
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counted upon certain social and 
financial help from his wife's rela- 
tives. He succeeded nowhere, but 
the less he succeeded the firmer his 
resolve to follow art as an exclusive 
occupation. There seems to have 
heen no sudden disappearance or 
rupture, but a carefully prearranged 
division of the family, one son going 
with his father, the daughter and 
other -sons remaining with their 
mother, who could earn enough for 
their support by translations from 
French into Danish. 


How long this arrangement lasted 


is not told, but Gauguin continued 
painting, living in Paris, then in 
Brittany, finally in Paris again, and 
always-in straits for money, at times 
in absolute penury. It was during 
these bitter “moments in a city 
where he had known prosperity but 
had found no sympathy with his 
ideas and no pleasure in working 
toward their expression that the 
impressions made upon him white he 
was a sailor came to the surface and 
urged him toward the fair and bril- 
lant islands of the Antilies, 

He stayed one year at Martinique, 
long enough te come completdy 
under the spell of the island life, ana 
then was driven by illness back to 
France. He took back with him 
many pictures and held in Paris an 
exhibition of these and some Brit- 


intercourse with the more impas- 
sioned artist,” who valued the in- 
tensity of the thought more highly 
than the calm of its expression. 

From Van Gogh and Aries Gauguin 
went back to the Pont Aven neigh- 
borhood, stopping at Pouldu, where 
he once more gathered young artists 
about him, and where he formulated 
the theories of synthesis and sym- 
bolism which led to generalization 
and the subjection of each work of 
art to a dominant rhythm, and to 
the rejection of all those elemente 
of a natural scene which do not link 
themselves toe the artist’s thought 
and help to express it. 

This brief and happy period at 
Pouldu was an idyllic interval. The 
little inn of the village bloomed with 
modern paintings; its walls were 
covered with decorations, its simple 
windows were turned into wonders 
of painted glass, noble verses were 
framed in beautiful design. Gauguin 
was master there, directing and in- 
spiring his young disciples, and 
within the rooms of the inn the new 
theories and old histories were dis- 
cussed. It was the normal artist life 
of eager minds intent upon innova- 
tion and discovery and following the 
lead of a superior intelligence, 

But even under these favorable cir- 


and he inherited something more 
than 13,000 francs. He remained 
for a while in Paris, in a studio 
which he made memorable by paint- 
ing it yellow from ceiling to floor, 
including the windows; hanging the 
walls with his pictures, and accent- 
ing the intervening spaces with the 
wooden weapons of the savages 
among whom he had lived, with a 
total effect at once joyous and bar- 
barous, strange and harmonious. 
Here again, as at Pouldu, life flowed 
quietly and in a way natural to 
artists and intellectual people. Mu- 
sicians, sculptors, poets, painters 
and dramatists, all met there and 
put theories aside and talked gayly 
and iaughed easily and played chifid- 
ishly—an atmosphere of youth pre- 
vailing. 


Then, on a trip into Brittany with 
a young Javanese girl who lived 
with him, Gauguin got into a 
brawl! with.a group of sailors who 
insulted her,. and his ankle was 
broken. He was long in recovering, 
and the girl broke faith with him. 
His horizon was dark once more, and 
he decided definitely to abandon civ- 
ilization and return to his savages. 
This plan was carried out. The last 
seven years of his life were spent 
between Tahiti and Dominique. At 
the latter place he died, stili seeking 
nature at ita source, uniting his life 
to that of the natives and fighting 


In this association with primitive 
beings his work developed. . Until 
nearly the end it was chiefly decora- 





tive and subjective. In his own, 
words. models are merely the printed 
type which artists use for their own 
self-expression. Possibly the desire

If the League had ‘teen rati- 
fied immediately and unanimous- 
ly ** without the dotting of an i or 
the crossing of a t," the League itself 
would sooner or later have proved 
to be a breeding centre of fatal dis- 
putes, and would sooner or later have 
broken apart into war, just as so 
many other leagues\.have done, 
equally committed by equally wise 
men to the. eternal warranty of 
peace. 

The League offended the common 
sense and the common experience of 
mankind, and the result seems to 
be certain that in the very opposite 
sense President Wilson’s words at 
the Paris Sorbonne were a. fatal 
prophecy: ‘* If we do not heed the 
mandates of mankind we shall make 
ourselves the most conspicuous and 
deserved failures in the history of the 
world.’’ The mandates are anti-mil- 
lennium—because we are so ante- 
millennium. 

Many persons will protest that the 
League does not promise perpetual 
peace, but only aims to make war 
difficult and improbable. This is an 
evasion. The adVertisements pro- 
fusely promise the final victory over 
war. 
Secretary Daniels Was quoted as 
saying: ‘‘ The League is the great- 
est event since the Star shone over 
Bethiehem and it guarantecs eternal 
peace.”’ 

Senator Hitchcock, the Democratic 
leader, said on Aug. 9, 1920, at War- 
Ind.: ‘** No wars will occur 
under the League of Nations.’’ 
Geverner Cox has incessantly de- 
clared himself in such terms as he 
used at Albuquerque, N. M., Sept. 
23, 1920, ‘‘ I favor going in to put 
an end to war for all time.’ At 
Grand Island, Neb., Sept. 26, he 
said, *‘ I believe that this is God Al- 


gotowar. That is all.” 


All life is a war, and what we 
call war is only an excessive and 
violent manifestation of what goes on 
incessantly. Wars are like fevers, 
boils, geysers, volcanic eruptions. 
They can sometimes be foreseen, 
forestalled, abbreviated or mitigated, 
and all efforts in these directions 
are sane, scientific, sanitary, samari- 
tah, beautiful. 

All efforts to achieve perpetual 
peace are doomed in advance, are 
beautiful only as fantasy, and do as 
much harm to true progress. as 
alchemy, astrology and charms to 
bring on rain dr keep it off.

Let us represent that devoutly-to- 
be-wished consummation, a covendnat 
or league to perpetuate peace, by the 
symbol 2.

The league may be stated then in 
algebraic formula, as an equation:

Let us assume for argument’s sake 
(though all history has hitherto

We have then indeed a 
working league and A+B+C+D ac- 
tually equals z. 

So far, sublime! But—there is the 
element of ineluctable time. 

Now, let us imagine that ten years 
have passed. It cannot be denied 
that changes will have taken place 
in all these nations. A, B, C, D, 
&c., are no longer what they were. 
They are, in fact, no longer strictly 
A, B, C, D or E. 

A has doubled in population’ and 
has developed a maritime commerce, 
undreamed of before. 

B has dwindied in population and 
has lost its maritime prosperity. If 
has turned to agricalture instead.

These two seemingly unrelated items 
of theatrical news constituted an inter- 
esting and -significant. phenomenon— 
one commented’on far and wide.

The Relief .Administra- 
tion has kept the door open to*every 
child in need of food in Central and 
Eastern Europe since the beginning. of 
1919. Only the helpless are cared ‘for; 
children of parents who can support 
them are not admitted to the-kitchens. 
The administration has withdrawn only 
from those areas where the gradual ag- 
ricultural recuperation has made possi- 
ble a sufficient local food supply. 


* We have been able to carry on this 
work initially by assistance from. the 
American Government, latterly by con- 
tributions from various sources, without 
appeal to the general public. ‘There is 
now, however, no other. means for the 
continued support of these children ex- 
cept the public charity of the: Amerigan 
people.”’

‘The Secretary of War blundered in

a heayy banquet instead of a light buffet 

luncheon is served. The men and 

women do not mingle so freely in social 

intercourse; wine flows very fast. Man- 

ners are exceedingly courtly, and in @ 

hundred different ways an American is 

made to feel the vast difference in s0- 

eial etiquette of the two countries—his 
own, and Mexico. 

It was my good fortune to be the guest 
of President and Mrs. de la Huerta at 
a reception at the National Palace Sept. 
15, the eve of Mexico's greatest national 
holiday~its Independence Day—-which 
corresponds to our Fourth of July. 

About 10 o'clock the guests began to 
arrive. in machines and carriages, which 
wended their circuitous way about the 
streets, following detours, as there was 
no thoroughfare along certain avenues 
en this night. 

Shouting and Singing. 

When we arrived at the Plaga de la 
Constitucion, directly apposite the 
Palacio Nacional, our progress was 
halted. ‘Thousands of gay colebrants: of 
this greatest of all fleate eves in Mexico— 
jostling, shouting, singing, cheering— 
flowed across eur path, and it was at 
least an hour before the way was finally 
cleared. The palace was ablase with 
electric lights, as was the tower of the

Kansas sent 4 mes- 
sage to cotton grow- 
ers, who were threatening to restrict 
their acreage and enhance the -value 
of their product by getting out a small 
erop and withholding the same from 
market until they got their price. He 
contrasted their action with that of 
the: wheat growers who tried to in- 
rease the yield of grain because it 
needed by the world and had not 
asked Government aid when prices 
were low. From what happened in 
Washington, it appears that the wheat 
growers have now joined hands with 
the cotton growers and are demanding 
aid from-the Federal Reserve Bank 
and from the Government to enable 
them to get higher prices than the 
course of the markets affords them, 
They are out for $3 wheat, and the 
cotton men insist on 40 cents a pound 
for cotton, which is,-respectively, one- 
third amd one-half more than the 
market price, To reach these figures, 
it is proposed to have loans made to 
the growers or holders—who are by no 
means the same in all cases—so that 
they may be able to hold the stuff in 
storage until buyets ¢ome to ‘their 
terms. In making these loans, fur- 
tliermore, it was ingisted the other-day 
that the Federal Reserye Bank should 
“pay no regard to prices,’’ This 
means, in other words, that the 
amount of'the loan in any case should 
not be based on ‘the present market 
values but should be gauged, appar- 
ently, by the need of the borrower. 
If this were possible it would only lead 
to, disaster. The head of the Reserve 
Bank had to inform the committee 
which waited on him that the bank 
had no such powers as were invoked 
and that its functica .was. to dis- 
count the paper cf metrer banks te 
whom applications fer loans should be 
made.

Mills and factories 
have gone on part time or have shut 
down altogether because of inability to 
see @ profit in working under existing 
conditions, and bonuses and extra 
shifts have been dispensed with. Ef- 
forts are being made in several of the 
industries to get to a piece-work basis, 
Instead of a weekly wage, in order to’ 
get greater. productiveness. The sig- 
nificance of these things, added to the 
lessened demand for labor, has not been 
withoyt effect on the attitude of the 
workers.

One concern engaged in designing au- 
tomatic machinery is so overwhelmed 
with orders that it will not promise 
deliveries for. about a year, while an- 
other has work enough in sight to 
keep it busy for three years to come. 
The use of such devices may serve to 
increase the capacity of workers so as 
to make it possible for them to con-’ 
tinue to receive high wages, because 
the latter will be wholly dependent on 
quantity of output.

Figures of trade for August appear 
Foreign to disquiet’ some’ who 
Trade. are not earnest seekers 
after the truth. The 
outstanding feature is the drop of 
about $67,000,000 in exports as com- 
pared with July, making the total the 
lowest of any nionth since December, 
1918. Complete details are not yet 
available, but it is shown that marked 
decreases were in breadstuffs, meat 


and dairy products and raw cotton. 


The decline in exports of these three 
groups accounts for more than §81,- 
000,000 of the total. It is increas- 
ingly evident that the Buropean coun- 
tries are becoming less dependent on 
the United States for their food sup- 
plies, which is quite natural now that 
nearly two years have elapsed since 
hostilities ceased in most of them. By 
this time next year, should Russia in 
the meantime become pacified, there 
will be much less call across the At- 
lantic for American foodstuffs. On 
the other hand, there is likely in that. 
event to be a greater demand from 
Europe for manufactured articles from 
here, especially if exchange.should be 


, Stabilized and foreign currencies be 


put on some substantial basis. So. 
far as imports are concerned, these 
do not appear to be in any wise 
remarkable under the ¢onditions, 
although it -serves the purpose of 
some to misrepresent matters for 
political purposes, ,It was to be ex- 
pected that European countries would 
try their utmost to gain export trade, 
because upon that is dependént in 
great measure their ability to pay their 
debts. But imports to this country

PARIS PASHIONS 


Laws Are to be Passed to Pre- 
vent Sketching or Even 
Photographing of Them. 


Paris has lately awakened to the harm 
done’ to’ her pre-eminent business of 
fashion ‘by style piracy, and very soon 
the sines will be more strictly drawn 
around the exploitation of her modes.

SALESMEN’S SAMPLES, 


Néw Regulations Made for Their 
Admittance Into Salvador. 


Vice Consul L, W. Franklin, San Sal- 
vador, has forwarded to the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce the 
following regulations governing the ad- 
mission of salesmen’s samples at the 
entry ports of Salvador: 

‘‘ All samples having no commercial 
value shall be free from taxes. To be 
considered as such, saki samples must 
be marked, sealed, or defaced in such a 
manner that they cannot be used for 
other purposes. The samples having 
commercial value shall be admitted pro- 
visionally,° with, previous guarantee or 
actual deposit for the total taxes, and 
the samples not re-exported shali' pay 
taxes and dutiés in accordance with the 
law. ‘Those selling samples of commer- 
cial value directly to the consumer shall 
not be designated as traveling salesmen. 
The samples must be cleared as rapidly 
as possible. The custom house admin- 
istrators shall notify the Ministry of 
Finance of the names of the salesmen 
arriving in the country, with the prin, 
cipal kind of samples. imported, This 
notice must be. given. immediately on 
verification of the registration. "
